The fact was made public yesterday after- 
noon when a notice was pinned on the doors 
of the German-American National bank of 
that city to the effect that its trusted 
cashier, Jacob H. Plain, was a $90,000 de- 
faulter and was under arrest. The people 
refused at first to believe it. 

It's same joke,“ they said. . Jacob 
Plain a defaulter? It can’t be. There isn't 
a more trustworthy man in Aurora.“ 


Notice on Bank Door. 
Then they looked at the notice again. They 
read this: 


Thirty thousand of the total 
ment by Plain has been made up by John Plain, his 
father, and M. E. Plain, his brother. Eight thou- 
sand dollars has been turned over by the defaulter 
himself. The balance of the $90,025 loss has been 
charged off from the surplus and undivided profits, 
leaving the entire $100,000 capital stock of the 
bank unimpaired. 


It was the first news the people of Aurora 
had of the defalcation, though the cashier’s 
shortage had been discovered five weeks be- 
fore, and he was under bond of $10,000. The 
ews spread quickly. There was a hurrying 
to the bank by small depositors. 

The local evening papers gave more de- 
tails. But the bank had closed for the day. 
A run was averted for the time being. It is 
expected to come today, but last night the 
directors said they were ready to meet all

For thrée years Cashier Plain, trusted by | 


every one in the town, had robbed the bank 
systematically, speculating with the money

Without bad habits, as far as can be 
learned, and with a reputation for industry 
and probity that made him the accepted 
model for young men of his town, he took 
“flyers’”’ in grain and stocks.

By a system of recording fictitious notes, 
or notes that had been paid but not destroyed, 
by reporting as the bank’s assets bonds that 
were really the property of customers, and 
by juggling with the adding machine at the. 
biennial examination of his accounts by the 
directors—he was so implicitly trusted that 
he was allowed to operate the machine him- 
self—Cashier Plain was able to cover up his 
tracks so well that no one had the faintest 
suspicion of his dishonesty. . 

And the Aurora business people would say 
to their sons as he passed along the street: 

“There goes ‘Honest Jacob.’ He never 
takes any chances on these get rich quick 
schemes.’ He is satisfied with slow but sure 
returns. He isn’t rich, but he is acquiring a 
competence, and he has what is worth more 
than money—the trust of the community.” 


Bank Examiner Discovers Loss. 
Cashier’ Plain will never forget May 24. 
It has been graven on his memory as the 
day on which’ Bank Examiner C. H. Bos- 
worth, after adding up long columns of fig- 
ures several times, said: 

Jacob, I can’t understand this. These 
notes and your footings don’t correspond.” 
The cashier turned red and then white.

GOING BACK TO BEAT. 


Melrose Park Policeman Quits a 
“Literary” Life in Scotland. 


BIG FAMILY IS STRANDED. 


New York Police Add to His $2, and 
Eight Will Return. 


Patrolman Charles Rudolph Sallaz of Mel- 
rose Park gave up his star four years ago, 
and went to Scotland. There he established 
a second hand bookstore in Ayr, the birth- 


place of Robert Burns. 

Now, with his wife and six children, he 
is coming back home, and he says he will 
stay, no matter how long or how bleak in 
winter the beats in Melrose Park may be. 

Sallaz reached New York last Tuesday on 
the Red Star steamer Vaderland. All his 
family came with him, and their total cash 
possessions aggregated 82. He told his story 
to sympathetic policemen there, and a fund 
was raised yesterday which assures the fam- 
ily’s trip to Chicago and even to Melrose 
Park. 

Victim of Wanderlust. 

Sallaz is remembered in Melrose Park ag 
a victim of chronic wanderlust. He ad- 
mitted that yesterday in New York, but 
says he thinks ‘he’s cured. As he related 
his story, he was a native of Switzerland, 
but came to America as a boy and settled 
in Chicago. Sixteen years ago he became 
a citizen, and shortly afterward secured a 
place on the police force of Melrose Park. 
He married a Scotch woman in the suburb 
and five of their six children were born 
there. 

Sallaz was a member of the Melrose Park 
lodge of Knights of Pythias, and was doing | 
nicely in his suburban home. He saved a 
snug sum of money and finally in 1000 he 
and his wife determined to sell out all they 
had. Accordingly, they moved to Scotland 
and invested’ their little capital in Ayr. 
They opened the second hand bookstore and 
bought up and attempted to market old 
volumes and rare editions. 


Refused to Patronize Him. 

Then came Sallaz’s troubles. He says 
that as soon as the Scotchmen found out 
that he was an American citizen they refused 
to patronize him. He finally became bank- 
rupt and for over a year has been wander- 
ing around from place to place trying to 
secure any kind of work to support his fam- 
ily. 

Seeing the shies rates from London ad- 
vertised, he saved up all he could earn until 
he was able to buy the necessary two pound 
tickets. 

When the family arrived at Ellis island 
the authorities had no option but to allow 
them to land. They were taken to the barge 
office at New York, where Policeman Murry 
and Gateman Russell started a subscription 
to raise sufficient money to send them to

BAD TILT IN ACCENT. 


American Voice Declared Faulty 


by Elocutionist. 


NEED A GLIDE IN TONES. 


Plea for Inner Development of Pupils 
to Gain Perfection. 


New York, June 29.—[Special.]—An assault 
on American accent by Miss Mary 8. Thomp- 
son of New York was the feature of the ses- 
sion of American elocutionists today. Miss 


Thompson is the apostié of the visible sys- 


tem laid down by Prof. Alexander Melville 
Bell, who evolved it by a long study of men 
and animals. The system makes the ac- 
quirement of a French, German, Irish, or 
Scotch accent as simple as taking a drink. 

Drop the soft palate and you havea French 
nasal. Put the tongue a little forward when 
you pronounce “G” and Col., Carter of 
Cartersville hasn't a more perfect southern 
tilt to his voice. Get in a simple breath and 
a glide and you have an Irish brogue like 
Chauncey Olcott's. Elide the glide and your 
Scotch burr will be perfect. 

Attacks Crude Accent. 

With this introduction, Miss Thompson 
after showing how the mercy” speech 
n the “Merchant of Venice should be 
done, went for the flat and crude American 
accent. The British accent is and ought 
to be the standard, she maintained. One 
reason is that English as she is spoke 
by the British has three Rs to the Ameri- 
can’s one. The final “R” in the British 
dialect is a gifde. When an Englishman 


| says deah and “ queeah ” he’s not ignor- 


ing the R as a dull eared American may 
suppose. He's doing the glide. 

The speaker described her struggles in 
learning to say wahid in place of the 
crude American world.“ She admitted 
when pupils came home from their schools 
cf elocutionary expression with a set pro- 
nunciation like that, their parents were dis- 
posed to reach for a stiff backed hair brush. 
But then such persecutions were the neces- 

sary development of any struggling sect. 

The British accent in America, she admit- 
ted, must languish until the prejudice against 
elocytion was overcome. 


Clash Over Inner Development. 

Preceding Miss Thompson’s attack there 
was a new clash of minds over the problem, 
„Shall the divine art of elocution be taught 
by developing the inner nature of the pupil, 
or shall pupils, as aforetime, ery e-e-o-o-ah- 
ah’ fifty times, paying proper attention 10 
the action of the abdominal muscles? 3 

Dr. Silas Neff of Philadelphia brought the 
issue before the convention in an address on 
„ Technique in the Reader's Art.” The elo- 
eutionary bug, it may be mentioned, is a 
social animal. Rarely does it dwell in the 
human mind unaccompanied by other bugs. 


Virtue in Higher Plane. 

“Why do we study elocution if not to ex- 
hibit the fact that we have studied it?”

GIRLDIESIN MYSTERY | 


Ruth Teachout Found Strangled 
in River at St. Paul. 


POLICE SEEK MURDERER. 


Victim Only 18 Years Old and Last 
Seen on Way to School. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 29.—[Special.}—The 
body of Miss Ruth Teachout, an 18 year old 
schoolgirl,. whose home was at 4022 Third 
avenue, South Minneapolis, was found in thé 
Mississippi river today. 

Around the girls neck was a silk scarf 
‘which had been knotted tightly and which 
evidently had caused her death before the 
body was put in the river. 

The first examindtions made showed many 
marks of violence on the body, and it was 
evident that death had been caused by 
strangulation and not by drowning. 


Mystery to Be Solved. 


When the body was first found the girl's 
identity was a mystery, but as it had been 
taken out of the St. Paul boom it was con- 
cluded that the body had been thrown into 
the water at Minneapolis or Fort Snelling. 
A search in Minneapolis\soon established the 
identity „ the dead girl, 

Then the suicide theory was advanced be- 
cause of peculiar circumstances surrounding 
the affair. It was said that some time ago 
a young married woman of Minneapolis com- 
mitted suicide because of the relations be-. 
tween her husband and Miss Teachout and 
that the latter through remorse had sgt 


herself. 
Suicide Theory Dropped. 

This theory was not, held for long, how- 
ever, as the coroner’s physician declared that 
the girl was dead when the body was thrown 
into the river and further that the girl her- 
self could not have fixed the scarf around her 
neck in the fashion it was and afterward 
have thrown herself into the water. 

The husband of the young woman who com- 
mitted suicide is known to the police, and, 
while they did not make any charges against 
him, they will seek him and try to learn from 
him all they can about his relations with the 
dead girl since the suicide of his wife.

The accident was due partly to the exces- 
sive. number of the’ crew, mostly inexperi- 
enced men, and chiefly to the unfortunate 
attempt of a man to escape while his com- 
rades were screwing down the manhole. 


Vessel Is Overloaded. . 

The officers and men detailed for subma- 
rine boat instruction had assembled at the 
Baltic yard, and three officers decided to go 
down in the Delfin, although its captain was 
not present, relying on the experience of the 
skilled crew. A score of novices were anx- 
ious to go with the three officers. The Del- 
an's nominal capacity is ten men, instead of 
which thirty-two entered the boat, bringing 
the manhole in dangerous proximity to the 
river level. Just.then a tug passed, sending 
a heavy wash against the boat. 

As soon as the water splashed into the sub- 
marine boat's interior it created a panic 
among the novices, and one of them tried to 
get out of the manhole, which the older heads 
were screwing down preparatory to the de- 
scent, the submerging department having 
already opened. 

Several Blown to Safety. 

The water rushed in, and, as the submerged 
vessel sank like a stone, the officers and 
some of the men were saved by being blown 
through the manhole by the rush of escap- 
ing air. 

The Delfin shortly afterwards was raised. 
Lieut. Elagsuin was one of the officers saved. 

The Delfin is Russia's best submarine boat. 
It was designed by Naval Architect Boub- 
noff and Capt. Beklemisheff, and underwent 
a successful trial in 1903. 


Two War Vessels in Collision. 
The Russian battleship Navarin, while re- 
turning to its anchorage at Cronstadt to- 
day, was rammed by the Russian ironclad 
Netron Menia, which struck it amidships. 
The damage to the Navarin is not serious, 
though it may be necessary to dry dock the 
vessel. It is believed that the period required 
for repairing the, battleship will not be along 
one. 

Navarin Just Commissioned. 

The Navarin is a battleship of 10,206 tons 
displacement and 9,000 indicated horse 
power and carries a crew of 680 men. It was 
completed in 1895 and was last commis- 
sioned on Saturday. The warship has a belt 
of compound armor sixteen inches thick, 
twelve inches of the same armor above the 
belt. twelve inches on the bulkheads, and 
twelve inches over its heavy gun positions. 
The armament consists of four twelve inch 
guns, eight six inch guns, fourteen quick 
firers, and four smalier guns. | 


Other Boat an Old One. 


The Netron Menia is a coast defense iron- 
clad of 3,840 tons displacement. It is an old 
vessel, having been completed in 1865, but 
was supplied with new boilers in 1007. The 
armament of the Netron Menia consists of 
fourteen six inch guns and probably a few 
smaller quick firing guns. Its armored belt 
is 3.5 to 4.5 inches in thickness, and it has 
the same thickness of armor over its battery.

Gaslight and Coke company’s office in South 
Chicago. Two other men are sougnt by the 
police as the remaining members of the gang. 


Arouse Saloon Man's Suspicions. 
Two men entered the saloon of Stephen 
Hennessey, Seventy-fifth street and South 
Chicago avenue, shortly beforela.m. Their 
actions attracted the attention of the saloon- 
keeper, who notified Police Sergeant Dono- 
van. When one of the strangers a few min- 
utes later reéntered the place he was ar- 
rested. He gave the name of James Den- 
ning and was afterwards identified as Fred 
Ely by the Bertillon records. He had bur- 
giars’ tools in his possession.

Assailant Displayes Revolver. 

Piltcher grappled with), his assailant, 
Women on the car sereamed and ran to the 
front’ platform when a revolver. was dis- 
played by one of the pickets. While Piltcher 
was struggling with the man who attacked 
him he was struck a blow on the head with 
a revolver. 

Although made almost unconscious by the 
blow. the nonunion man clung to his as- 
sailant and dragged him from the moving 
ear. On the street the fight continued. Then 
the picket called to his companions and a 


combined attack was made on Piltcher. 


Piltcher was struck repeatedly by the three 
union men. With revolvers and clubs they 
beat him on the head and body, and finally 
sent him to the pavement unconscious. 


Kick and Pound Prostrate Man. 

After knocking Piltcher down the pickets 
kicked and jumped on him. It is believed the 
nonunion man's jaw was broken. A call had 
been sent to the Maxwell street police, but 
before the police arrived the sluggers made 
their escape. 

Piltcher is 36 years old and is a machinist's 
apprentice. There has been a strike on at 
the works during the last month. Many of 
the workmen have been intimidated often, 
but Piltcher is said to be the first to be at- 
tacked. 
Complaints against picketing plants have 
“become so numerous in this district that the 
police have been asked to furnish protection 
against the union slüggers. 


YOUNG MAN ENDS HIS LIFE 


William Heine Sends Message He Is

BOOKED AS ALLEN’S “SLUGGER.” | 


Jack Gallagher Identified as Visitor to 
Victim’s Office Before the As- 
sault—Attorney Improving. 


Charges of assault and battery and attempt 
to kill were booked yesterday agalnst 
Jack Gallagher, who was arrested last 
Monday for alleged complicity in the assault 


on Attorney A. C. Allen. The police claim 


to know his partner in the crime, and 
are searching for him. i 

The police charge that this man has com- 
mitted many such assaults, and that when 
he ts arrested two of the most dangerous 
s.uggers In Chicago will be in custody. 

Gallagher was cross-examined yesterday 
by Assistant Chief Schuettler, but the only 
statement he would make was to offer an 
alibi. He stated that at the time of the as- 
sault on Attorney Allen he was fishing on the 
north pier in company with Anderson, the 
keeper of the saloon at Sedgwickand Locust 
streets, where he was arrested, and two 
other men whom he did not know. 

A capias for Gallagher under an old in- 
dictment charging vandalism and complicity 
in “fixing the court records was placed 


in the hands of the sheriff by a judge of the 


criminal court. Assistant Chief Schuettler 
refused to surrender his prisoner, however, 
until after his hearing. 

In connection with Gallagher's arrest sen- 
sational disclosures are being made involv- 
ing others. It is said that Harry L. Pelkus, 
thie clerk who made the false entries on 
the docket after Gallagher's indictment, re- 
ceived $500 for the job. 


In the trial of Pelkus, who was sentenced | 


to three months’ imprisonment, it was shown 
that $200 of this amount was paid by Edwin 
Archer of the Electrical Workers’ union. 

It was also shown that Gallagher, in com- 
pany with Paul Lippert, a member of the 
same union, called at the office of Pelkus to 
make sure that the cierk had earned his 
money. 

Miss Nettie Chever, stenographer in Sec- 
retary Wuest’s office, visited the Sheffield 
avenue station during the day and identi- 
fied the former prize fighter as the man who 
had visited the office of Attorney Allen the 
day of the assault. |

MAY SPLIT ON GOVERNORSHIP. 


) Of the 1,175 Delegates 300 Are Contest- 


ed and Chairman M. E. Clapp Has 
the Say in the Makeup ofthe Vote on 
Credentials—Collins and Duna Both 
Claim Victory—F. M. Eddy, Third 
Candidate, May Come ont Victo- 
rious. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 29,—[{Special.]—The 
republican state convention, which meets 
here tomorrow, may split and nominate two 
tickets. The rivalry between the faction 
which is supporting Loren W. Collins of St. 
Cloud for governor and the followers of Rob- 
ert C. Dunn of Princeton, who is a candidate, 
is so intense that it is predicted that one of 
the factions will bolt the convention. Ex- 
Congressman F. M. Eddy, who also is a can- 
didate, said tonight: 

“TI think there will be a ‘ double header 
convention all right. But I'm not saying 
whether it will be the Collins or the Dunn 
men who will walk out.” 

The Collins and Dunn factions are nearly 
equally matched, but of the 1,175 delegates 
in the convention 300 are contested. The 
counties which contain the Twin cities— 
Ramsey and Hennepin—with a total of 180 
delegates; are involved in contests, the Dunn 
element having bolted in each and selected 
delegates favorable to their candidate. 

Factions Evenly Divided. 

So evenly balanced are the Dunn and Col- 
lins factions that each maintains that he has 
sufficient delegates to nominate, despite the 
numerous contests, but an impartial canvass 
of the situation does not bear out these 
claims. The settlement of the contests will 
put one or the other in the minority. Much 
depends on the ruling of Senator Clapp, who 
is to be the chairman, on the right of the 
contested delegates to vote on the adoption 
of the report of the committee on credentials. 


First Test of Strength. 

The first test ofstrength, as both elements 
have agreed upon the temporary organiza- 
tion, will come on the adoption of the report 
of the committee on credentials. At this 
point the ruling of Senator Clapp will be of 
vital importance. If he decides in favor of 
allowing the contested delegations to vote. 
the Collins and Dunn factions will be almost 
evenly divided, and the balance of power will 
then be in the hands of former Congressman 
Eddy, who has approximately fifty dele- 
gates instructed for him. 


Eddy Has Chance to Win. 

It is stated by Eddy adherents that, should 
the Collins men be unable to secure the 
romination. of their candidate, they will 
come to Eddy. This is regarded as entirely 
probable, although, of course, the Collins 
men will not admit the possibility! of being 
unable to land their man. If Chairman Clapp 
does not allow the contested delegates to 
vote, then Dunn has enough uncontested del- 
egates to control the convention, and, by 
seating the Dunn contestees, to secure his 
nomination on the first ballot.

Mrs. Everard Coates, in her new novel, 
“THE IMPERIALIST,.” has touched on one 
cf the most vital questions of the day. 
The title explains itself. With the dramatic 
figure of Mr. Chamberlain charging the 
strongholds of English conservatism with 
the cry of “* Tariff!"’; with the colonies beg- 
for a chance to prove their possibilities, 
and with America looking on and shrugging 
its commercial shoulders, though all the 
while fearful, Mrs. Coates’ story should find 
a host of readers on both continents. Know- 
ing the prolific qualities of the author's pen, 
‘one wonders if the book may not have been 
made to fit the situation. . 

For years the name. Sara Jeanette Dun- 
can (Mrs. Coates) on a title page has as- 
sured a readable story. In this last book the 
witty dialogue is missing. as well as the 
lightness of touch that is usually hers, but 
the book is yirile and sincere. The scene 
is laid in a small Canadian city, and only 
in such an environment do we see life as 
a complete whole, with the elements of love 
and hate, tragedy and comedy. No story of 
village life can be wholly dull, for that 
reason.

Meantime the country of Uruguay is the 
unwilling victim of these continuous revolu- 
tions.

An appropriation of a 
million dollars to be spent on the improve- 
ment of the roads has been diverted to fight- 
ing the revolutionists. The government will 
soon find itself in a sad plight when the 
French company, now improving the harbor 
gf Montevideo, presents a bill of $7,500,000 
for services. When payment is refused it 
is likely that French warships will drop into 
the harbor. This country will act towards 
Uruguay as it did towards Venezuela. It 
will let the Europeans take a few shots at 
the South American debt dodgers to show 
them that they cannot hide from their credit- 
ors behind Uncle Sam.

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‘SENTIMENT SOME BETTER 


LIST DULL, BUT PRESENT CONDI- 
TIONS FAVOR MARKET. 


Easy Money, Good Bond Market, Crop 
Outlook, and Talk of Improvement 
in Steel Trade Are Principal Factors 
Erie Statement for May Makes an 
Unfavorable Exhibit—Nothing Spe- 
cially Good in Other Roads Report- 
ing Yesterday—Financial Notes. 


Although trading in stocks is so small as 
to be almost inconsequential there is reason 
to believe that prices should do better within 
the next three months. The idea of improve- 
ment is based on general sentiment as ex- 
pressed by the banks, by representatives of 


the steel trade, and by those who give spe- | 


cial attention to the crop situation. 

Nothing of great moment is expected in 
this connection, but conditions make for im- 
provemen\, while there is an almost utter 
lack of fadtors suggesting declines. It will 
be recalledithat at the beginning of the year 
there was considerable hopefulness in the 
stock market because the steel trade was re- 
ported good. 

In March !t began to appear that the Jan- 
uary expectations had been short lived in the 
matter of iron and steel industries, and that 
the outlook was then much poorer. In con- 
sequence. stock market sentiment ees a 
reactionary tendency. Now there is again 
being heard hopeful predictions in the steel 
trade. Should there be continued improve- 
ment in this quarter there will follow a more 
general espousal of the idea of better prices. 

Then there is the money market, which, 
while dull because of slow business, is never- 
theless forcing investment of surplus funds. 
There ie no question of the stability of the 
monetary system of the country to suggest 
hoarding, and there is no suggestion ef a 
change in tariff schedules to make trade 
either uncertain or stagnant. There is a 
good, substantial undertone, free from pos- 
sibilities of disturbance of fundamental con- 
ditions. The course of the bond market in 
the last six weeks shows the improvementin 
confidence in that class of securities. The 
purchasers have bought not only for invest-* 
ment but for an anticipated rise. 

These aré now the factors suggesting a 
moderate advance, which should accompany 
the degree of confidence exhibited. This is 
the feeling which it seems reasonable to be- 
lieve will exert an influence in the immediate 
future. As Indicated, it is not such as to 
foreshadow big markets, but merely better 
ones at better prices. 

On the other hand, looking farther ahead,

sideration, and the further fact that good 
crops are necessary to preserve the status 
quo.’ Good crops can hardly offer anything 
better than the railroads enjoyed last year, 
and with the existing shrinkage in merchan- 
dise traffic the influence of good harvests 
will be in the first instance sentimental, and 
in the second instance suggest stability 
rather than enlarged volume of traffic. 


Quasi-Municipai Bonds. 


Further inquiries among local bond houses 
afford evidence of the general character of 
improvement in this line. Granger Farwell 
& Co. purchase and carry quasi-municipal 
bond issues to a considerable extent, and 
they have found the demand of investors 
extending into this class of securities. 

“It is our experience, said Granger Far- 
well yesterday, that there is not so much 
demani for the highest grade low interest 
bearing issues as there was. Investors are 
iooking for securities bearing a higher rate 

interest, and there is a nibbling in the 

rket for gas and electric light bonds. 
We expect buying in this class of securities 
to follow the other demand. We are car- 
rying good lines, but are not overloaded. 

There is a great deal of idle money wait- 
ing investment, and.some of our clients are 
beginning to seek investments in bonds and 
stocks listed on the New York stock ex- 
change. With a slight change in the mar- 
ket 1 should expect we would, with the 
orders in hand, invest, perhaps, thrée-quar- 
ters of a million dollars in the next two

If anything goes wrong now aldermen dodge 
any blame—so do the water company or chief 
engineer or any one else—while we all know the 
system which vests control of the department in 
the board of aldermen is primarily at fault. Give 
us a commission to run the fire department as a. 
business proposition and we will not hear anything 
about pink slips’ in Paterson. 

Why does the board of aldermen permit the 
contract with the water company which calls for a 
minimum pressure in water mains in the manu- 
facturing districts of only ten pounds? It for- 
merly was five pounds, but was increased a short 
time ago. This is not water pressure enough for 
fire protection, especially where some mains have 
dead ends, and the gridiron system is not in- 
stalled in all districts in which the mille are lo- 
cated.. Aldermen certainly are to blame for this 
condition of affairs, and is one of the things which 
should have been remedied at once. Water mains 
in the manufacturing districts will have to be 

in size or more pressure will have to be 
put on. I know the statement will be made that 
the pressure cannot be increased because ft will 
burst some of the mains now in use, but it is one 
of the things which insurance companies will in- 
sist upon in the near future. 


the part of the city to install more fire 

As I understand the existing contract, and as I 
am informed by the water company, if the city 
orders fire hydrants the water company is com- 
pelled to lay mains to furnish sufficient water 
supply in them. I know in recent years few hy- 
drants have been talled in this city. I know 
also that this is dug in part to Jack of funds. It is 
the general belief that aldermen are not always 
governed by the necessities of the case in at- 


tempting to secure these hydrants, so the resolu- . 


tions have been held up and vetoed by the mayors 
of the municipality on that account. 

Another thing which is necessary. is the en- 
tension of the fire limits of this city. Take the 


ecase of the Hall mill, which was partiy destroyed 


by fire a few days ago. That mill burned because 
a dangerous risk was located right across the 
stréet in the district in which the water supply 
proved to be lacking, Yet operations ard already 
under way to restore the Van Kirk plant right om 
its location, where it will continue to be a menace 
to other property in the vicinity. This empha- 
sizes the necessity of extending the fire limits so 
as to take in districts where big plants will be 
built of a nature that will make them dangerous to 
other property in case of fire. 

It would be a bad thing for Paterson if pink 
slips ever are sent out in this city, because it will 
mean an increase of $100,000 to the men who now 
pay a greater share of taxes in this city—big mill 
owners and manufacturers. The city can issue 
bonds and make provision for better fire protec- 
tion at much less cost. If an increase of 25 per 
cent in insurance rates in Paterson goes into effect 
it will not be removed next year even if Paterson 
gets all the insurance companies demand, Other 
cities had the same. experience, and it has been 
years before the old rates have been restored..

/POLICE WAR ON TOY PISTOL. 


Chief Gives Force Instructions to Warn 
Dealers Against Selling Noise 
Maker to Children. 


All the police in Chicago yesterday were 
notified that they must enforce to the letter 
the restrictions set forth in the mayor’s 
independence day proclamation. They 
must: 

Prohibit the sale or gift of toy pistols or metal 
caps to children. 

Prevent any one from placing on street car or 
railway tracks, any torpedo, bomb, or other thing 
containing any explosive. 

Stop the building of bonfires in any street, alley, 
highway, or park. 

Prevent nase making before 4 a. m. July 4 and 
after the midnight following. 

Check the discharge of cannons, guns, pistols, 
revolvers, dynamite, cannon crackers, or other 
firearms.’’ 

Chief O’Neill called in all the inspectors 
and Assistant Chief Schuettler and told them 
especially to impress on all dealers the fact 
that the ordinances prohibit ‘‘ the sale, loan, 
or gift to any minor of guns, toy pistols, or 
any firearm in which explosives can be 


used.“
